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REMARKS 



Applicants have carefully reviewed the Application in light of the final Office Action 
transmitted September 19, 2008 ("Office Action"). Claims 1-54 are pending in the 
Application, and the Examiner rejects all pending claims. Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of the pending claims and favorable action in this case. 



Claims 1-54 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over Claims 1-34 of copending Application No. 
10/804,528 (now allowed). Applicants do not necessarily agree with or acquiesce to the 
Examiner's comments regarding the claims of the present Application or their purported 
relationship to the claims of the copending Application No. 10/804,528. Enclosed with this 
Response, however, is a Terminal Disclaimer in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.321(c) to 
overcome the obviousness-type double patenting rejection. Reconsideration and withdrawal 
of the double patenting rejection of these claims is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 14, 27, 40, 41, 42, 53, and 54 are rejected on the ground of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over Claims 1, 8, 15, 
22, 29, and 31 of copending Application No. 10/804,528 (now allowed) in view of U.S. 
Patent No. 4,663,748 to Karbowiak, et al. ("KarbowiaJ?'). Applicants do not necessarily 
agree with or acquiesce to the Examiner's comments regarding the claims of the present 
Application or their purported relationship to the claims of the copending Application No. 
10/804,528 or Karbowiak. Enclosed with this Response, however, is a Terminal Disclaimer 
in compliance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.321(c) to overcome the obviousness-type double patenting 
rejection. Reconsideration and withdrawal of the double patenting rejection of these claims is 
respectfully requested.
